I HAVE  always  Insisted  on  the  need  for 
drawing  a dlsUnctlon  between  the  real 
France  and  the  miserable  crew  at 
Vichy,  whose  one  aim  seems  to  be  the 
enslavement  of  their  country  to  Nazi  Ger- 
many. I mu.st  cniite5.s  that,  after  a time. 
1 began  to  wonder  whether  I wa.<m't 
wrong;  lo  wonder  whether,  after  all,  the 
people  who  said  that  Uie  French  were  de- 
cadent, finished,  off  the  map  for  a hun- 
dred years,  were  not  juxtiAed  by  events. 
Month  after  month  went  by  without  any 
sign  that  anything  wax  left  of  the  France 
that  we  had  learned  to  love  smd  admire. 
And  yet.  somehow,  those  of  us  who  felt 
that  we  knew  France  simply  couldn't 
bring  ourselves  to  believe  that  all  was 
lost,  that  a once  great  country  had  crum- 
bled up  In  abject  resignation 
Today  that  faith  is  being  rewarded  My 
purpose  In  stressing  this  Is  not  to  claim 
any  credit  for  the  fact.  That  must  all  go 
to  the  brave  men  In  France  who  have 
ju.Ttlfled  our  faith.  For  there  is  no  doubt 
that  things  are  beginning  to  hum  over 
there.  Day  after  day  we  learn  from  oox 
newspapers  of  some  fresh  piece  of  sabo- 
tage or  resistance,  both  acUve  and  pas- 
sive, which  makes  It  obvious  that  a stead- 
ily Increasing  revival  of  patriotic  feeling 
Is  A progress  Just  cast  your  minds  back 
a week  or  two  and  you  will  remember  that 
both  the  Germans  and  Vichy  suddenly 
began  complaining  about  various  acts  of 
railway  aabotoge.  This  In  Itself  was  an 
eye-opener,  for  the  damage  must  hsve 
been  pretty  substantial  or  It  would  never 
have  been  admitted.  Then  the  young 
French  petiiot,  Paul  Colette,  emptied  his 
pistol  into  the  circoates  of  Pierre  Laval 
and  his  henchman.  Xfarrel  Deal  Only 
a day  or  two  lais^i  came  the  xhooimg  of  a 
ereetore  caitod  OlUon,  a renegade  Com- 


muni.1t  Deputy  who  suddenly  saw  the 
beauties  of  Franen-Oerman  collaboration. 
Sianeone  else  took  a crack  at  a German 
soldier,  but  only  wounded  him.  And  al- 
though since  then  there  have  been  no 
other  violent  outbursts,  reports  from  neu- 
tral sources  show  that  the  pot  Is  being 
kept  boiling  very  nicely  In  various  ways. 

Britain  Is  Unconquerable 

Even  m unoccupied  France,  where  the 
spirit  of  resistance  lx  not  ao  out- 
standing. there  are  signs  that  Darlan  isn’t 
having  thing.s  all  hlx  own  way.  M Jean- 
nenay,  formerly  the  Spi-ukor  of  the  Sen- 
ate, hax  on  Xfveral  nrru.sioiis  bt‘ldly  ac- 
cused Marshal  Hciom  ol  violating  the 
French  ConsUlullon.  And  hlx  oppo.ilte 
number  In  the  chamber,  M Herrlot,  has 
had  the  courage  to  write  an  article  for 
the  American  magazine.  Mercury,  declar- 
ing that  France  and  Great  Britain  still 
have  Ideals  in  common,  and  proclaiming 
his  belief  that  Orcal  Britain  is  uncon- 
querable. That  is  a real  smack  in  the  r>w 
for  Darlan,  and  It  needed  gutx  to  do  It. 
Jeanncr.ey  and  Herrlot  are.  of  course,  out- 
standing examples.  But  we  can  be  sure 
that  there  are  thousands  of  other  French- 
men In  lower  walks  of  life  who  share  this 
disapproval  of  Vichy's  alms  and  method.^. 

But  there's  another  darker  side  to  the 
picture,  and  we  mustn't  shrink  from  fac- 
ing It  If  we  are  to  keep  things  In  true 
perspective.  In  the  first  place,  we  ail  know 
the  Hun  well  enough  to  realise  that  al- 
though he  Is  gentle  when  It  suits  his  bo^. 
he  will,  without  hesitation  descend  to  the 
most  bestial  brutality  If  he  feels  like  it — 
as  he  often  does.  As  you  know,  the  Ger- 
man authorities  recently  shot  three  un- 
fortunate Frenchmen,  ^hom  they  were 
holding  as  hostages,  ax  a reprisal  for  the 
attack  on  a German  soldier  in  the  streeu 
of  Paris,  though  the  man  was  only  xlightly 
wounded.  Three  dead  Frenchmen  for  one 
wounded  German  is  bsd  enough.  But 
since  then  twelve  Frenchmen  have  been 
shot  for  writing  insults  lo  Germany  on 
the  walls  of  hou«e‘  Hundreds  of  others 
have  been  arrested,  and  no  doubt  wiii 


And  them.wilves  In  front  of  a firing  squad 
if  the  unrest  goes  on— and  It  certainly 
will.  In  a word.  It  is  Idle  to  deny  that  the 
Germans  are  both  ready  and  willing  to 
take  terrible  reprisals  in  order  to  keep 
the  altuatlon  in  hand.  It  would  be  wrong, 
therefore,  to  imagine  that  things  will,  or 
even  can.  boll  over  In  the  near  future. 
The  German  grip  on  France  Is  too  Arm. 
too  harsh  for  that. 

All  the  same,  we  can  be  sure  of  one 
thing  It  Is  that  the  wave  of  unrest  thst 
has  now  begun  In  earnest  will  not  fade 
away.  There  are  still  plenty  of  brave 
Frenchm«‘i)  who  are  ready  to  risk  their 
lives  to  make  things  hot  for  the  Invader, 
and  Na/i  counter  measures  will  only  in- 
crease the  bitter  hate  now  spreading 
everywhere  In  the  occupied  zone  Even 
Vichy  circles,  according  to  the  latest  re- 
purls, are  beginning  to  get  a bit  worried 
abuut  the  reactions  of  their  eounto'men 
to  German  brutality.  So  much  so  that  the 
official  news  agency  speaks  openly  of 
street  fighting  as  a possibility  In  the  near 
future 

Yet  Heaven  knows  why  Vichy  should  be 
so  concerned,  for  Darlan  himself  is  busily 
doing  his  darnedest  to  rob  his  country- 
men of  the  last  shreds  of  freedom  Special 
courts  have  been  set  up  to  try  people  “(or 
actions  or  words  directed  against  the 
security  of  the  state  ’ <whlch  rhight  mean 
anything),  and  as  (or  os  I can  set  anyone 
can  be  secretly  condemned  for  anything 
at  any  time.  The  whole  Vichy  set-up.  In 
fact.  Is  now  being  modelled  on  that  ftnexi 
of  all  examples.  Nazi  Germany  Not  con- 
tent with  licking  his  master's  boots.  Dar- 
lan must  needs  make  the  French  people 
Uck  hts. 

There's  a deep-laid  plan  behind  it  all.  of 
course.  Darlan  Is  clearly  determined  to 
force  his  people  Into  the  fullest  possible 
collaboration  with  Germany.  And  that's 
where  not  only  Great  Britain  but  the 
Americas  come  Into  the  picture  For  if 
Darlan  does  have  hts  own  way  we  shall 
wake  up  and  find  ?h<*  B»M'he  tn  Nurth 
Africa.  Some  paru  ol  it  matlar  more,  ia 


the  first  instance,  to  us  in  Great  Britain 
than  people  elsew'herc.  Tunisia  and  Al- 
geria, for  example,  are  vitally  Important 
strategical  areas  In  the  Mediterranean. 
But  Morocco,  with  the  Atlantic  port  of 
Casablanca,  and  Dakar  In  Senegal  are 
names  that  should  ring  a warning  bell  in 
the  mindii  of  all  Americans  as  well  aa 
Citizens  of  the  Bnti.th  Empire  wherever 
they  may  be.  Juxt  take  a look  at  the  map. 
if  you  haven  t done  so  already,  nud  you'll 
realize  that  po,N.sp.s:iion  of  Caxablanca  and 
Dakar  would  offer  enormous  advantages 
to  Germany  In  the  Atlantic,  not  only 
against  us  but  also  against  the  whole  con- 
tinent of  America 

Now.  1 don't  say  that  Darlan  w*ill  topple 
France  over  the  edge  tomorrow.  In  the 
first  place  he's  probably  sUU  hesiuilng  In 
order  to  see  how  the  struggle  In  Ru.v>ia 
develops.  Furthermore,  he  can't  fall  to  br 
worried  by  the  plentiful  evidence  of  the 
loathing  and  contempt  his  countrymen 
have  for  the  policy  of  collaboratinn  with 
Germany  and  for  the  man  who  trying 
to  force  it  upon  them.  But  If  ever  he  feels 
that  he  can  pull  It  off  he  wlU  go  ahead, 
using  the  savage  methods  of  rrpre.sslon 
that  he  has  learned  from  his  Ns/i  friends 

It  may  well  be  that  the  decisive  factor 
will  be  the  French  people  themselves  F*pr 
slthough.  at  the  cost  of  repetition.  I must 
lay  stress  on  the  unwisdom  of  expecting 
sny  early  movement  of  general  revolt, 
even  Darlan  may  think  twice  before  em- 
barking on  a course  which  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  his  countrymen  would  resist  to 
the  desth  If  they  could.  To  th!>  extent, 
whatever  one  may  think  of  political  as- 
sassination as  a rule,  Paul  Colette  may 
well  have  done  notable  service  to  the  Al- 
lied cause  For,  if  Laval  was  the  most 
haled  man  in  France.  Darlan  must  now 
be  running  him  pretty  close 

StUl,  let's  iorget  the  Darlons  and  Lavals 
(or  a moment  and  turn  our  thoughts  back 
to  the  thousands  of  Frenchmen  who  are 
beginning  to  show  that  the  ancient  vlr- 
tures  of  their  country,  courage  and  In- 
telligence. are  stlU  in  existence.  If  we  use 
a Utile  imagination,  we  ahall  appreciate 
Juxt  hoir  much  courage  It  doex  need  to 
fight  hack  under  the  shadow  of  German 
difminMllon  In  the  occupied  zone  Bni  Oe>- 
tapo  arc  everywhere,  aod  m bulii  tones

Liberty  Before  Food 
T^VCN  the  bare  process  of  living  isn’t 
easy  today.  Fi>od  is  acarce  and  poor 
111  quality.  Unfortunate  housewives  some- 
times spend  the  whole  day  trekking  from 
shop  to  shop  in  search  of  enough  to  keep 
their  families  from  the  borderline  of  star- 
vation. Clothes  and  footwear  are  almost 
Impossible  to  obtain,  except  by  the  rich, 
who  buy  on  the  black  market.  And  even 
they  hsve  to  pay  ax  much  as  E12  for  a pair 
of  shoes  and  £40  for  a suit  There's  hardly 
a family  which  hasn't  a brother,  a aon.  a 
husband  or  a father  half  starving  In  -ome 
German  pn->n  rump  And.  In  spite  nf 
all  ihi.s,  tliere  are  plenty  of  Frenchmen- 
yes.  and  Frenchw'umen  too  W'ho  think 
less  of  the  food  that  Is  lacking  than  their 
]r>st  liberty.  And  because  of  thst,  things 
happen  to  machines  making  stuff  for  Oer- 
matiy,  trains  come  off  the  rails,  even  food 
Is  destroyed.  Other  men  risk  their  Uvei  to 
keep  Iheir  couniry*men  In  good  heart  by 
ptiiiUng  newspapers  which  give  the  truth, 
and  preach  resistance  to  the  end  Put 
yourself  In  U>elr  position  and  I think  you 
will  Bxree  that  these  brave  people  deserve 
our  respect. 

I know  perfectly  well,  of  course,  that 
there  are  »tH1  xcjme  Frenchmen  who  pre- 
fer the  easy  way.  out.  who  would  sooner 
»'jrk  with  the  Germans  for  a full  belly 
or  the  retention  of  their  worldly  goods 
than  go  po<ir  or  hungry  and  keep  their 
self-re\pect  They  are  beyond  hope— and 
time  and  the  French  themselves  will  take 
care  of  them  But  today  one  can  begin 
to  see  a faint  gleam  of  light  at  the  end  of 
tTie  long  tunnel  through  which  France  is 
pr  ut|  Not  today  nor  tomorrow  can  we 
expect  her  to  throw  off  the  chains.  But 
men’s  minds  are  stirring,  and  I for  one 
do  not  believe  that  they  wUl  turn  back.

ber of  soldiers  1 met  liked  the  desert  and 
preferred  it  to  being  m a city  such  as 
Cairo. 

I met  a doctor,  for  Instance,  of  an  in- 
fantry regiment  who  ha.sn't  been  out  of 
the  df.vert  since  lost  November,  who  has 
reftrted  leave  when  he  had  the  rhanr*^ 
He  told  me  of  a curious  sport— chasing 
gazelles  m a motor  vehicle  he  called  "Trfe 
Ford  Pick-Up”  and  shooting  these  gazelles 
with  a tommy  gun.  f don't  suggest  many 
people  in  the  desert  have  done  that,  but 
he  s certainly  done  It  The  gazelles  are 
more  plentiful  m Libya,  but  a few  are  m 
Egypt,  too.  He  .said  they  con  do  fifty 
miles  an  hour  at  their  top  burst  of  speed. 
Th(‘.ie  animals,  about  three  feet  high, 
make  a welcome  addition  to  Uie  larder,  a 
delightful  change  to  tinned  food.  You  see 
that  the  de.sert  is  a mixed  sort  of  place- 
parts  of  it  exceedingly  imcomforUble  and

Some  of  our  young  officers  of  the  ar- 
moured car  patrols  itart  out  over  the 
de.terl  for  as  long  as  ten  hour.i  a day 
ten  hours  watching  through  a tele.icnpe 
or  field  gla&ses.  watching  for  enemy  ar- 
moured cars  as  he  watches  for  ours-  the 
M ntrle.H  of  that  particular  kind  of  war. 


Gelling  out  among  our  troops  u a some- 
what laborious  business— the  distances 
are  long,  and  I did  mast  of  my  traveling 
on  the  front  or  wedged  in  Ihe  back  uf  a 
fifteen  or  thirty  hundredweight  truck;

about  nine  months  enough, 

and  1 met  one  nr  two  dugs  and  a cat  thal 
were  as  lean  ax  any  I ever  saw.  if  not 
Iraner  However  scraggy  they  are.  men 
are  glad  lo  have  them  a.s  pets  One  RAF 
nm<'cr  has  adopted  a mouse  he  caught, 
and  the  mou-se  had  a family  and  he 
now  has  twelve  mire  In  a cage. 

Men  of  the  British  Commonwealth  de- 
light in  peu.  men  In  this  desert  who  have 
come  (f()m  the  East  African  campaign 
told  me  how,  when  there,  one  man  carted 
two  baboons  about,  and  a --|uadron  of 
fighter  aircraft  kept  a baby  Hon.  a chee- 
tah and  a monkey  as  pei^.  but  I've  seen 
no  lions  or  monkeys  here  m the  We-»ern 
De.vert  But  1 ve  seen  picturesque  sights, 
though  Old  Italian  vehicles  ve  knra-ked 
out  *ix  months  ago.  derelict  now,  but  with 
the  fans  uf  their  riwty  engines  itill  torn- 
i:*.*  in  the  wind.  Indians  strolling  along 
the  road  with  a ‘"arf  wound  round  their 
m<>uih.v  to  keep  out  the  dust  Camels  here 
and  there  dotting  the  landarape  An  odd 
Bedoum  moving  acrox  the  sandy  wastes, 
driving  a donkey,  a*  though  he  had 
walked  out  of  the  Bible.

.*ea  water  each  day  to  keep  Jiim  going 
Ihen  thl.s  tale  of  courage  A young  tank.s 
officer,  only  out  two  or  three  days  from 
England,  found  himself  tn  battle  (nr  the 
first  time  His  tank  and  that  of  his  cap- 
tain both  got  caught  m a minefield  and 
were  both  immobilized.  His  captain  got 
out  and  was  himself  blown  up  by  a mine 
His  subaltern  promptly  cro«'rd  that  mine- 
field, to  hut  captain,  saw  he  was  gravely 
hurt,  went  bark  to  hix  own  tank  for  mor- 
phia. again  crossed  the  minefield  to  axl- 
minister  the  drug,  left  him  and  croswed 
the  minefield  again  lo  help,  came  back 
to  the  captain.  :::w  that  he  had  died  from 
hr  grievous  wounds  and  then  crowed  the 
minefield  once  more  five  timr.s  In  all  to 
reach  hi.s  damaged  tank,  and  then  he 
began  to  clear  out  her  guns  Throughout

tl.e  other  afternoon.  It  waa  In  an  inUfrval 
o!  fine  weathei;  the  rain-clouds  had 

cleared  away  for  a while  aud  the  sun 
made  the  whole  countryside  Blitter  In  ita 
Fall  fashions.  I walked  alonn  between  the 
sycamore  or  plane  trees— on  this  conti- 
nent we  cail  "sycamores"  what  in  the  Brit- 
ish lAle.s  are  known  as  "planes:''  a "syca- 
more lhe«t_U  a native  .species  of  maple 
as  also.  I believe,  in  Eastern  Canada. 
Clean  healthy  trees  our  sycamores  are 
with  their  bright  yellowish-green  foliage, 
peculiarly  fUted  for  our  dry  Summers. 
They  have  certain  peculiarities  that  dls- 
tmgul.sh  them  The  trunks  are  marked  by 
dull  green  and  whltwh  patches,  the  re- 
sult of  annually  shedding  the  whitish 
outer  bark  in  thin  roundish  hakes  which 
expose  the  green  young  bark  beneath. 
Then  each  bud  is  hld(k*n  in  a little 
jjolnled  hollow  In  the  base  of  a leaf  where 
U u protect'd  from  injury  nil  the  leaf 
falls.  The  fruit  Is  strange,  loo  In  the  Au- 
tumn we  notice  it  as  balls  sxispendcd 
lj(>m  the  branches,  and  examination 
shows  that  these  are  made  up  of  a large 
number  of  little  nuUeU  springing  from 
a common  centre.  Each  is  provided  with 
a plentiful  supply  of  hairs  which  help  m 
lt.>  dispersal.  What  has  chiefly  recom- 
mended the  sycamore  or  plane  as  a tree 
for  planting  In  and  about  great 
U lU  perfect  indlfTercnce  to  smoke  and 
grime.  The'  one  usually  seen  Is  for  this 
reason  known  as  the  L*>ndon  plane. 

What  a contrast  there  is  between  the 
sycamore  row*  and  the-  dark  uauva  for- 
est along  the  base  of  Cedar  HUH  At  the 
comer  I turned  south  along  the  old  road 
that  fortunately  still  perpetuates  the  or- 
iginal name  of  the  lofty  hUl  lowering 
above  the  forest.  Along  IhU  piece  of  the 
road  I remember  being  driven  with  the 
late  John  W Tolmle  and  his  sisters  in 
the  Spring  of  m2  U>  see  the  dogwood  m 
newer,  my  nrst  sight  of  this  marvel  of 
beauty  In  those  days  it  seemed  as  if  the 
dogwood  were  doomed  to  exllnctlon  for 
the  buggies  on  Sundoys  and  holidays  only 
too  ofwn  returned  to  Victoria  laden  with 
great  branches  of  the  snowy  mnorescence. 
Partly  from  the  protecUon  of  the  law 
and  partly  from  growth  of  healthy  public 
opinion,  but  also  partly  from  natural  dls- 
semlnaUon  and  growth,  the  dogwood  is 
more  abundant  than  ever.  I 
the  last  contribution  w»  hove  to  thank 
the  birds  that  annually  feed  on  the  ruddy 
fruits  of  the  true  nower.s. 

Haunt  of  the  Ant-Lion 
A T the  south-ea.'it  corner  of  the  park 
Ja  ihe  original  entrance  Is  still  discern* 
ihlr  though  at  present  the  moat  noticeable 
thing  18  the  desolation  caused  by  fire  this 
past  Summer.  It  Is  exceedingly  fortunate 
that  It  was  extinguished  as  quickly  as  It 
was  for  the  park  might  have  suffered  Ir- 
reparable damage  on  a large  scale.  As  it  u 
I am  afraid  the  eorner  affected  wUl  be- 
come the  home  of  countless  weeds  whose 
seeds  will  find  here  un  admirable  pre- 
pared spot  lor  germination 
Among  the  trees  scorched  by  the  flames 
is  a great  Douglas  hr.  long  a landmark 
at  tlie  park  entrame  Here  on  the  light 
and  porous  «j1I  it  flourUhetl  when  all 
around  was  open  ground  wlUi  only  a tree 
. here  and  there ‘This  light  soli  affords 
homci-for  other  thing.s  than  trees  In- 
serts And  in  it  a suitable  place  for  bur- 
rowing and  constructing  tunnels  The 
first  one  that  I remember  here  was  intro- 
duced to  my  attention  by  my  old  friend. 
Ihe  Rev.  John  Oryndy.  whom  many  old 
Victorians  will  remember.  Sfimewhere 
during  his  travels,  perhapa  in  the  years 
he  spent  traversing  the  region  of  the 
West  River.  Canton.  China,  he  had  be- 
come familiar  with  the  life  and  hablU  of 
the  ant-lion.  So  on  one  of  the  many  walks 
we  took  about  this  district  of  Cedar  Hill 
long  years  ago  he  asked  me  if  , I had  ever 
seen  the  creature  and  on  my  admi.ssion 
of  Ignorance  he  took  me  up  below  this 
old  flr  where  the  sand  lay  bare  and  warm 
m Ihe  sun.  There  he  pointed  out  a small 
pll-llke  depression,  and  sending  a tiny 
grain  down  the  .sleep  slope  bode  me  no- 
lice  the  effect.  There  was  a sudden  ac- 
tivity at  the  bottom  as  some  smalt  living 
object  wa.s  barely  discerned.  This,  he  told 
me,  was  the  ant-lion,  and  thereupon  he 
brought  lip  a small  grub:  small  but  pow- 
erfully armed  with  a pair  of  formidable 
claws  that  looked  like  a pair  of  crossed 
fcjckles.  Thus  I learned  from  .sight  as  well 
a.s  from  his  accompartying  explanations 
that  the  ant-lion  *as  the  larva  or  inter- 
mediate form  of  an  insect  not  unlikt  a 
(hagonfly  m appearance  though  much 
weaker  and  slower  on  the  wing,  and  that 
the  pit  was  excavated  by  It  In  the  loo.se 
sand,  much  m the  same  way  that  you  can 
make  a similar  one  In  a heap  of  salt.  Tlie 
ant-lion  produces  the  same  effr.  t by  ro- 
tating Its  body  while  it  throws  the  aand 
out  with  Its  head  and  Jaws.  The  pit  when 
completed  to  a sufficient  depth  becomes 
a literal  •pitfall"  Into  which  the  prey 
slips  downward  to  Its  doom.  The  Insecta 
most  frequently  thus  captured  are  ant.s, 
and  thus  the  name  of  "anl-Unn"  has 
come  to  be  applied  to  the  predaceous 
larva  The  name  Is  all  the  more  suitable 
because  of  the  formidable  jaws  which. 
«hen  the  pit  u finished,  lie  extended  and 
practically  Invisible  at  the  bottom,  ready 
to  close  with  deadly  precision  on  lU  vic- 
tim. In  parts  of  the  United  States  the 
ant-lion  is  called  by  children  a "doodle- 
bug.” but  what  the  name  means,  or.  In 
other  words,  why  it  is  applied  I have  not 
been  able  to  find  out. 

Boring  Wasps  and  Mining  Man 

The  trail  runs  along  through  the  woods 
past  firs  and  oaks  and  maples  The 

oaks  are  strangely  twisted  here  in  the  dim- 

paas  as  if  their  struggles  for  light  among

the  severely  competitive  conifers  had  been 
accompanied  by  actual  pain.  Sometimes 
one  suggesU  the  celebrated  sculpture 
group  of  Laocoon  and  hLs  sons  in  the 
clutches  of  the  monster.  Fine  old  maples 
are  here,  with  mossy  trunks  and  colonies 
of  llcorlce-fern  to  embellish  their  an- 
cient limbs.  In  spue  of  the  prevalence  of 
wild  walMelluce  there  arc  still  signs  of 
native  woodland  plants  in  the  rattle- 
snake-plantain  whose  green  and  white 


mottled  leaves  children  call  "pointers” 
because  they  are  reckoned  a sign  of  iady's- 
sllppen  in  the  Immediate  neighborhood. 
A few  foxglove  plants  have'  somehow  es- 
tablished themselves  and  will  one  day 
I hope  have  a numerous  progeny  along 
this  shaded  hillside.  And  clumps  of  sword- 
fern  and  ground-gniwlng  llcortce-fem 
are  welcome  objects.  And  then  the  trail 
.suffers  a change,  becomlnu  narrower  and 
more  deflniiely  a forest  path,  for  Us  sur- 


face is  today  brown  with  fallen  Ur  needles, 
pleasantest  of  carpets  for  the  rambler  s 
fool.  The  vegetation  seems  to  have  be- 
come thicker  hero  than  it  was  wont  to 
be.  Years  ago  much  of  this  piece  of  slope 
below  the  highest  point  was  bare  sand 
and  as  such  It  was  the  home  of  hundreds, 
perhaps  thousands  of  saiid-burruwing 
wajips.  All  day  long  nr  at  least  while  the 
Summer  sun  shone  the  air  for  a foot  or 
two  above  the  ground  was  filled  wUh

IT  UGH  Mowal.  fur  trader,  was  a 
I strapping  .^ix-Iooler  at  the  age  of 
* iwenly-four  when  It  happened.  He 
lived  then  at  Victoria.  British  Columbia, 
and  later  was  to  meet  a tragic  death  in  a 
Vancouver  factory.  But  this  Is  no  part 
of  the  story  he  told  me 
Hugh  and  a partner,  whom  we  shall  call 
Smith,  owned  a small  trading  schooner 
from  which  they  bartered  for  funs  among 
the  Indians  on  the  Islands  off  the  c<^st 
of  Alaska  in  the  years  following  the  Klon- 
dike rush. 

One  night  in  the  Fall  they  were,  making 
for  a mainland  harbor  when  the  wind 
lifted  suddenly  and  a squall  struck 
them  and  sent  them  scurrying  westward 
through  the  darkne.s.s  tow.ard  the  open 
.sea.  The  .schooner  was  an  uuxiliary  of 
.sail  and  gas  motor.  The  .squall  took  them 
with  the  .sails  all  set.  and  11  was  hard  to 
furl  them  In  Uiat  wind  Smith  climbed 
the  mast  to  try,  but  a violent  lurch  of  the 
ship  pitched  him  headlong  into  the  boil-- 
ing  sea.  Mowat's  heart  sank  as  he 
watched  his  companion  disappear  in  the 
darkneM.

began  to  sour  upon  his  stomach  and  he 
re.«olved  to  explore  the  surrounding  coun- 
try.

At  the  bark  of  the  main  room  was  a small 
chamber  where  they  kept  frozen  fish  and 
lurs.  and  this  was  to  be  Mowat's  bedroom 
lor  some  months  to  come.  In  this  primi- 
tive place  dwelt  Takimoo  and  his  wife  Ota 
and  a brown  papoose  who  sucked  a bit 
of  seal  blubber  tn  tu  nest  of  wool  and 
»km5. 

Ota.  unbeauliful  but  kind,  offered  Hugh 
a meal  of  raw  fl.sli.  which  he  wa.s  glad  to 
devour.  He  ate  It  from  his  fingers  and 
enjoyed  tl.  It  was  at  least  a change  from 
Ihe  clams. 

Afterwards  he  explained  to  Ihe  Indians 
the  position  of  hi.s  boat,  and  they  went  out 
wuh  a squadron  of  canoes  to  .salvage  what 
they  could  The  canoes  were  broad  and 
clum.^y,  but  the  sea  was  calm  and  they 
paddled  In  safely  to  the  wreck  It  was 
.*tm  laAt  on  the  rock,  and  everything 
below  wa.-  xoakrd  Still  they  managed  to 
pull  out  some  bags  of  flour,  a side  of 
bacon,  “■•me  tea  and  blankets.  Tlie  blan- 
kets and  bacon  would  dry.  and  there  was 
probably  a core  of  dry  flour  left  tn  the 
lentre  of  the  .sacks.

Uncomfortable  Lodgings 

The  salvage  left  M->wat  with  K»me 
blankets,  and.  though  his  supper  was 
st.ll]  of  raw  fish,  that  night  he  slept 
warmly  enough  on  the  floor  of  the  little 
chamber  at  the  rear  of  Takimoos  Igloo. 
But  from  the  closeness  of  the  atmasphere, 
the  stench  of  oil  and  fish,  he  woke  next 
morning  with  an  aching  head  The  one 
building  m the  village  above  ground  was 
a sm.'ill  community  hall,  built  of  boards 
and  pieces  of  wood  picked  up  on  the 
beach  or  secured  in  barter  from  pa.s.>ing 
trader*.  It  was  roofed  with  rough  board.* 
and  the  walls  were  loopholerl  to  receive  all 
the  wind  and  fro.<t  of  Nunivak  It  wias 
used  a.s  a general  .storehouse  for  supplies 
that  could  not  be  got  into  the  private 
Igloos,  but  there  was  plenty  of  room  for 
* a bed.  and  Hugh  resolved  to  lodge  tn  the 
in.t.st  instead  of  the  smoke  The  open  air 
hotel  served  him  Ull  the  Winter  deepened. 
He  then  decided  that  smoke  was  warmer 
than  frost  and  descended  once  m'<re  to 
Taktmoo's  igloo 

One  of  the  first  things  he  had  asked 
the  natives  was  whether  there  was  any 
possibility  of  getting  from  the  Island  to 
the  mainland  Hr  was  told  that  in  the 
rough,  uncertain  weather  of  the  aeaaon 


no  one  would  rt.<)k  a canoe  trip  so  far  and 
that  he  would  have  to  stay  with  them  till 
u/xi  Spring.  It  was  a dreary  prospect, 
but  he  had  tu  resign  him.<ielf  to  hibernate 
for  five  months  In  a natural  refrigerator. 

He  said  that  m all  that  Ume  he  never 
seemed  to  gel  warm,  though  the  Eskimos 
appeared  tu  be  quite  comfortable.  His  food 
was  raw  fi.sh  or  .seal  meat  nearly  all  the 
time,  though  from  the  flour  salvaged  from 
hi.s  boat.  With  a core  uncuked  by  salt 
water,  he  managed  occasionally  tu  aliure 
With  the  tribe  some  leaden  pancakes  made 
over  the  community  fire  when  raw  tea 
also  was  served.  But  the  community  fire 
wuA  almost  a.s  rare  as  a holiday  beacon. 

It  was  kindled  from  a store  of  driftwood 
zealously  guarded.  On  this,  in  rare  days, 
they  bulled  the  tea  in  a big  Iron  pot.  and 
with  the  pancakes  and  bacon  could  make 
a feast.  But  the  supply  that  would  have 
been  ample  fur  Mowat  alone  had  to  be 
carefully  doled  to  la.n  the  community 
through  the  Winter  months 
They  were  a temperate  people  on  the 
lines  of  certain  abstinent  souls  who  abjure 
.*lrong'  drink  but  glut  themselves  on  the 
good  eatables  that  come  to  hand  They 
were  content  to  drink  snow  water  melted 
over  their  .smoky  lamps  and  Ui  cat  fish 
and  seal  blubber  m that  uncooked  *>air 
recommended  by  certain  dietitians,  but 
when  the  fresh  seal  or  the  big  fl.*h  wua 
brought  m they  feasted  m Uie  Igloo  till, 
rounded  off  like  a porjHiLse.  they  snored 
away  the  excess  m a horror  of  Arctic 
nightmare  as  they  nestled  among  iheir 
furs.  They  earned  on  fishing  and  sealing 
in  their  broad  canoes  wuh  the  square 
.sails  Capsizing  was  so  frequent  that 
Mnwat  tried  in  vain  to  persuade  them  to 
change  their  sails  to  a leK-of-mutUin  type, 
but  their  torpid.  con.stTvaUvc  brains  slued 
at  all  reform.  They  probably  thought  an 
occasional  douche  in  sea  water  was  g*>jd 
for  their  health 

Spoils  From  the  Scs 
\y/-HEN  the  Waiter  descended  wuh  i:.^ 
months  0/  snow  tliey  hllctied  then 
hiwkie*  to  sleds  to  carry  from  the  6*-a  lu 
.spoils  of  n.^h  and  seal  and  driflwr.od 
Mowat  noticed  that  they  tied  the  dog.s  In 
fi  line  to  a long  pole  with  the  centre  at- 
tached to  the  .*lrd  by  strip*  of  deerskin 
The  ron’^equ»*nce  w.i.s  that  the  dugs  on 
either  side  of  the  *led  trail  were  half  the 
time  bogged  in  the  s(>U  snow  Mowat  sug- 
ge^ird  a scheme  for  running  the  doc*,  m 
Mngle  file.  The  high  council  of  the  tribe 
look  the  matter  up.  but  the  House  uf 
Lords  of  Nunivak  veP»ed  Ihe  propoaal  A, 
in  the  parable  of  the  lllegitimale  son  they 
.said.  "What  was  good  enough  for  my 
father  is  good  enough  tor  me " 0«)gs  and 
fish  bonr=,  were  plentiful  They  were  na- 
ture s communists  and  the  t<vsk  of  mak- 
ing a separate  set  of  trace*  for  each  Ui- 
dividual  dog  did  not  appeal  to  them. 

With  his  smattering  of  E.skimo  lie 
learned  something  of  i.he  beliefs  and  < 
tom>  «»f  this  simple  people.  They  attrib- 
uted the  creation  of  the  world  Uj  a great 
.seal,  who  in  some  mysterious  virgin  birtn 
had  spawned  forth  sky  and  sea  and  land 
and  all  that  dwell  therein  At  the  men- 
tion of  the  great  seal  he  did  not  dare  to 
*m!le  or  laugh  for  fear  of  being  thrust  out 
into  the  Arctic  night  to  do  penance  for 
*acrllege  After  all  he  considered,  it  was 
no  wonder  they  reverenced  the  seal,  for 
did  It  not  supply  them  with  food  and 
clothing,  the  means  of  barter  mnd  even 


tearing  the  possible  sUngs  of  the  winged 
residents.  But  I never  heard  of  any  harm 
coming  to  the  passers-by,  however  imper- 
fectly protected  below. 

This  section  of  the  trail  ends  at  Uie 
Old  Mine,  an  excavation  made  in  the  side 
of  the  moiihtain  many  years  ago  m the 
hope  and  anticipation  of  finding  gold 
In  1902  when  I first  came  upon  it  work 
was  still  going  on.  The  site  of  the  old 
cabin  is  barely  visible  where  on  the  left 
is  a small  level  platform  On  a nearby 
tree  the  prospector's  official  noUce  of 
claim  was  posted.  As  then  it  seems.  It  is 
possible  to  penetrate  to  the  end  of  11  in 
Summer  when  the  floor  Is  dry.  lu  those 
day.*  before  flashlight*  I had  to  content 
myself  with  the  light  of  matches  or  candle. 
A good  deal  0!  hard  work  must  have  been 
put  into  this  excavation  and  all  in  vain 
so  far  as  the  obtaining  of  gold  was  con- 
cerned. I have  no  doubt  that  the  pros- 
l>ector  got  a measure  of  satlsfacUon  out  of 
his  claim,  just  as  a fisherman  may  fish 
all  day  and  catch  nothuig.  and  yet  report 
u very  pleasant  time,  I was  never  fortu- 
nate enough  to  see  the  occupant  of  llie 
cabin,  and  his  name  I have  long  forgot- 
ten Another  prtKspect  used  to  be  visible 
Just  off  the  Cedar  Hill  Road  Here  a Ver- 
tical shaft  was  sunk,  and  1 remember 
well  seeing  the  prospector  or  his  helper 
at  work  There  too.  the  search  was  fruit- 
less It  was  reported  at  the  time  of  this 
second  effort — about  1904  or  1905— that 
other  claims  were  staked  out  in  the  neigh- 
borhood though  aot  actually  tasted  U 
apiiears  that  the  numerous  white  fels- 
patliic  veins  and  dykes  in  the  country 
rock  were  mistaken  for  qimrUt  veins 

Passing  the  Pudding 

ON  the  west  side  the  mountain  is  quiie 
prrcipUoua  in  places  and  m others 
very  steep,  dropping  down  into  a Utile 
valley,  at*  the  south  end  of  which  is  the 
Old  Mine  On  the  other  side  of  the  valley 
IS  a bold  rocky  hill,  prominent  but  no-

A Peaceful  Child 

IN  the  short  Winter  days  Mnwat  ioumi 
It  necessary  while  daylight  lasted  to 
do  a great  deal  of  running  and  hand  beat- 
ing- to  maintain  his  circutulion.  and 
through  the  long  night*  he  slept  with 
cold  feet  among  Die  frozen  flsh  in  the 
IiUle  chamber  of  Takimoos  igloo  while 
the  family  snored,  grunted  and  noisily 
exhaled  in  Oie  adjoining  room.  When  the 
pjpoo.se  cried,  a bit  of  seal  blubber  wa.s 
substituted  for  the  rubber  sloppiT  of  the 
modern  babe  On  the  whole  it  was  a 
peaceful  child 

TuJttmoo  did  not  Ixjther  much  about 
ihe  sun.  which  seemed  to  be  a rather 


nut  imlikr  that  of  a boiled  pudding  ju^t 
turned  out  of  its  encasing  bug  ln.*tead 
of  climbing  it  today  let  us  t.ike  the  path

It  brlnif.'  the  sivire-bearer.s  mto 
their  fubie.**  of  life.  All  of  the  fern*  how- 
ever, except  one  follow  more  or  less  the 
calendar  of  their  loftier  felliiw-citizens. 
the  bearers  of  blavnims:  tliat  one  excep- 
tion Is  the  hcorue-fern,  which,  drying  up 
in  (he  drought  of  Bummer  suddenly 
sjmng.*  up  again  wuh  the  first  serious 
rains— our  truly  "early  rain.V  and  for 
that  rea.*on  is  sonu  limes  culled  the  "Win- 
ler-fem."  It  makes  one  c»f  the  most  ex- 
quisite displays  of  any  of  mir  fern,-.  Any- 
one who  has  stopped  U>  look  al  a wall 
of  rock  den.sely  clotlied  above  and  down 
Its  mnist  face  with  the  rich  growth  of 
which  thi.s  fern  is  capable  In  such  s place 
must  have  been  struck  wuh  it*  grace  of 
form  and  brightness  of  color  It  Is  un- 
doubtedly one  of  the  mu.sf  striking  «pec- 
tarles  of  the  wooded  hill*  In  our  Autumn 
and  Winter  months. 

Among  thi.s  frr.<«h  greenery  in  which 
the  humble  gra*.se*  ploy  no  small  part 
one  is  reminded  of  so  long  ago  as  Spring 
and  early  Summer  by  coming  here  and 
there  upon  the  ripened  seed-ves-sels  of 
flowering  plants  such  a.*  the  .shooting- 
star  and  the  fawn-lily.  The  grey  foliage 
of  the  yarrow,  its  leaves  like  aromatic 
ferns.  Is  a*  u.^ual  to  be  seen,  and  one  plant 
actually  ha*  a clu.'sler  of  flower-bud*  ready 
to  open  In  »<ime  more  than  transitory 
gleam  of  *lln.^hlne  The  leaves  of  seedling 
buttercup*  are  scattered  over  the  dark 
ground  under  bii.she*  of  young  arbutus.

The  Fortress  of  Malta

Malta  wu  the  nrsl  place  in  the  Em- 
pire to  be  attacked  from  the  air  and 
aaaaulted  by  sea.  Hardly  twelve 
hours  had  elaps'd  aIU*r  MuMollni’^  declar- 
ation of  war  when  lUUiaji  aircraft  dropped 
bombs  on  the  island,  and  on  July  26,  after 
nearly  fourteen  months*  systematic  raid* 
Injf.  Italian  E-boaU»  tried  urusurcesslull  to 


On  every  occasion  Maha  has  jusUMed  Mr. 
Churchill’s  reference  to  her  as  one  of  the 
strongest  foriresses  m the  Empire;  a de- 
scription which  echoes  Naixileon’s  ’la 
place  plus  forte  de  I Europe  " 

Both  Italy  and  Germany  have  expe- 
rienced this  truth.  They  have  raided  the 
small  British  bulwark  m the  Mediter- 
ranean nearly  800  limes,  but  the  scars 
they  have  inflicu-d  have  not  detracted  one 
Whit  from  the  .strength  of  me  fortress  nor 
affected  the  moral,  lfiughhc*»,  and  fight- 
ing spirit  of  iui  garrison  and  Inhabitants 
and  their  determination  to  make  the  de- 
fence of  the  island  glorious  not  only  in 
British  military  history  but  in  the  history 
of  Malta  Itself. 

On  paper  and  the  air  Rome  and  Berlin 
have  on  many  an  (tccasion  spoken  of 
Malta  as  reduced  to  Imiiotenre  Once  they 
graphically  related  the  wrecking  of  an  in- 
exlstenl  coal  mine  and  a strategical  rail- 
way. Such  enemy  airmen  as  returned  to 
their  base  had  a different  tale  to  tell.  So 
impressed  were  they  with  the  defences 
which  invariably  replied  like  one  vast  gun 
that— so  say  the  prisimer.s — they  nick- 
named Malta  "I’lsola  del  diavolo"  'Old 
Nick's  Island'. 

Malta  ha.%  been  a member  of  the  British 
Empire  for  nearly  a century  and  a half, 
during  which  time  slie  has  been  not  only 
>he  headquarters  of  the  Mediterranean 
Kleet  but  the  sj'mbol  of  Britain’-  suprem- 
acy In  the  Middle  Sea  In  1913  it  was  de- 
cided that.  If  Britain  found  herself  siiigle- 
ivanded  AgainM  IT;?  e:  > Triple  AUlanee. 
site  would  abandon  the  Mediterranean  and 
conceritxaie  at  Gibraltar.  If  the  situation 
envisaged  In  the.se  war  orders  had  mate- 
rialised, Malta  would  have  been  left  to  her 
fate,  but  luckily  it  did  nut.  and  through- 
out the  la.st  war  Malta  was  both  a first- 
class  naval  station  <the  headquarters  of 
the  British.  French.  American  and  Japa- 
nese squadrons*  and  the  nurse  of  thou- 
sands of  warriors  brought  lo  her  hospitals 
from  Gallipoli  and  the  Near  East. 

Decision  to  Defend 
■xy/HEN  the  war  was  over,  a great 
^ change  came  over  the  Mediter- 
ranean From  Its  headquarters  In  Malta 
-~Uie  sentry  post  between  Italy  and  Africa 
and  the  gateway  to  the  Levant— the  Royal 
Navy  watched  the  shifting  scene  and, 
when  necessary,  slid  out  of  harbor  to  shuw 
the  flag  at  the  centre  of  trouble  The  in- 
timacy b(‘tween  Malta  and  the  silent 
service  wa.s  increj.seU.  After  Uie  Abys- 
sinian war  had  >enl  our  ships  to  Alexan- 
diiu  both  officers  and  men  looked  forward 
to  their  return  to  the  Navy  s Mediter- 
lanean  home  And  in  due  course  they 
came  back 

Th>  development  of  the  air  offensive. 
h-Aivei.  changed  the  situation  Italy's 
i>ropaganda  persuaded  some  people  of  her 
invincibility  in  the  oir,  there  were  advo- 
rate.s  for  the  abandonment  of  the  island 
In  ca.se  of  ho.slllltles  Better  counsels  pre- 
vailed, and  when  the  Apectre  of  war  rone 
again  on  the  horizon  the  land  defence  of 
MulU  was  taken  {•erlously  In  hand  By

Hi.s  Maj- 
esty’s Government  determined  to  defend 
U at  all  costs  Tlieir  plans,  indeed,  pre- 
supposed active  French  co-operation  and 
the  linking  up  of  Malta  with  the  strong 
base  of  BIxerla.  U Is  ^aid  that  the  air  de- 
fence of  Malta  depended  .ho  much  on  the 
air  squadrons  of  Bi/erta  that,  when  war 
was  declared,  there  were  nnly  three  serv- 
iceable RAF.  airplanes  m Malta,  jocularly 
dubbed  Faith.  Hope  and  Charity.  What- 
ever the  truth  of  this  story,  it  is  certain 
that,  on  Ihe  fall  of  France,  the  strengUi  of 
the  RAF  was  increased  day  by  day.  as 
Is  shown  by  the  number  of  aircraft  they 
destroyed,  by  the  evident  reluctance  of  the 
enemy  to  meet  them  in  battle,  and  by  the 
arrival  of  convoys  which  poured  food  and 
ammunition  into  Malta 

By  January  last  Maltene  ijie  was  nearly 
normal  Then  the  Uermuivs  appr.ired  on 
the  scene  They  occupied  Sicily  and  pre- 
pared for  an  as.sault  on  slilpplng  and  for 
a final  attack  on  Malta,  wnlrh.  they  said, 
could  be  destroyed  In  a few  hour^  On 
January  10  and  .lubvcquent  days  German 
rilve-tximbers  and  the  British  Navy  par- 
ticipated m a trial  of  strength  Although 
the  Southampton  was  sunk  and  the  Illus- 
trious and  the  Gallant  damaged,  the  con- 
voy which  aeetunpanled  them  reached  its 
desimatloii  amt  the  twro  damaged  ve.wU 
succeeded  in  putting  int^j  Malta  harbor, 
where  an  epic  battle  w.as  fought  on  Janu- 
n*v  16  The  utmost  recklessneM  of  the 
German  bombers,  who  dived  through  a 
wall  of  fire  did  not  enable  them  lo  hit 
Iheu  main  objective,  the  aircraft  carrier, 
and  the  drsiructinn  of  so  many  of  their 
machines  -showed  the  Germans  that  their 
estimate  of  the  strrngUt  of  the  fortress 
was  wide  of  the  mark.  On  the  following 
Sunday  they  returned  lo  the  charge,  but 
did  not  dive  so  tow  Into  U\e  barrage  At 
the  end  of  the  battle  the  Illustrious  was 
still  untouched  and  the  German  losses 
brought  liieir  own  le'-on  The  Malta  dock- 
yard was  enabled  to  repair  the  ship,  which 
steamed  away  unmolested 

The  Boasts  of  Italy 

ON  behalf  of  the  War  Cabinet.  Mr 
Churchill  sent  congratulations  ' upon

'Which  it  was  not*.  Instead  of  nuking  the 
splash  they  hoped,  they  were  niuwn  down 
by  a Withering  fire  and  during  Uie  day 
tost  nine  fighters  and  a bomber  Fortune 
has  frowned  upon  them  ever  since.  In 
practically  eveiy  daylight  raid  they  suffer 
losses  uf  machines  and  pilots,  only  al 
night  can  they  drop  bombs  cm  a loirly  ex- 
tensive scale-  anywhere  and  anyhow. 

As  evinced  by  our  continuous  und  effec- 
tive raids  im  Sicily,  Southern  Italy,  and 
Tripoli,  the  air  iniliallve  in  the  Central 
Mediterranran  during  recent  weeks  has 
passed  iiiUt  our'  hands  and  every  day 
bruigs  an  accreiion  to  our  strength.  The 
moral  of  the  Ualiaiu.  already  low.  niu.sl 
have  become  very  low  indeed  This  must 
be  the  explanatipn  of  the  astounding  ver- 
sion of  their  attack  on  a Brlti.nh  convoy 
in  the  Sicilian  Channel  on  July  28  That 
convoy  got  through  without  the  loss  of  a 
single  merchant  slilp.  only  the  dc.tlroyer 
f-'rarless  being  sunk  Tlie  Italian  account, 
however,  gloated  over  a dazzling  victory  m 
which  most  of  our  ships,  both  naval  and 
mercantile,  were  .wnt  lo  the  bottom  Fairy 
tale  descriptions  and  fulsome  praise  of 
heroes  who  brought  Britain  to  her  knr-es 
did  not  rr:ise  even  wdien  the  Italian  E- 
boaU  attempted  to  attack  the  convoy  in 
Malta  harbor  and  failed  miserably.  Again 
the  enemy  radio  exulted,  declaring  that 
the  exploit  would  be  one  of  the  bnehtest 
pages  In  the  hl.ilory  of  the  war.

This  dreadful  state  has  been  brought 
about  largely  by  Uie  sudden  war.tnn 
attack  made  by  Hitler  on  RuMla  Just  when 
the  Ukrainian  "granary  of  Europe  ’ was 
due  to  be  harvested.

It  i.s  feared,  people  will  die  in  every 
Belgian  city  of  stark  hunger. 

The  combined  populafinns  of  Belgium. 
Norway.  Denmark.  Holland.  France  and 
Ualy  amount  to  over  110.000.000. 

In  normal  times  these  countries  between 
them  impsTted  annually  mere  than 
31.000.000  quarters  of  cereaU  and  atjout 
I 500,000  sacks  of  flour.  Of  oil  cakes, 
meals,  etc.  they  imported  about  3.000,000 
tons  a year

Foundling  Alberta  Plum 
Seedling  Given  Name 

A HALO  of  rt.mance  surrounds  the  story 
of  a foundling  Alberta  plum  .see^JIfiTlr^ 
which  lo!«t  Itself  and  after  some  years  of 
obveunty  emerged  into  prominence  It 
up|>e;»r.'«  that  it  had  .strayed  from  a con- 
signment of  UXK)  plum  .seedlings  of  no 
great  inheritance,  was  found  at  Brooks 
I ilwuy  station.  Alberta,  and  wa.s  plant4-d 
in  the  vicinity,  on  what  Is  now  the  Alberta 
Horticultural  Station.  It  grew,  it  looked 
like  a Sapa  bud  and  no  particular  atten- 
tion WU.S  paid  U)  It. 

But  It  wa.s  not  to  be  yainsaid  It  called 
aiienlion  to  iL-ilf  by  being  the  only  one 
«m  the  lot  of  what  horUculturl.st.s  call  the 
bush  habit  Th*-n.  Sapa  or  no  Sapa.  It 
began  ti»  prfKlure  a 'Jisllnclive  fruit,  but 
it  was  not  until  July  1934  that  it 
really  came  into  Its  <>wn  On  that  day  the 
sitenlion  of  M B Davis,  Dominion  Hiir- 
• - wLu  HkL . -.ut  Utui  ul  Inspec- 

tion, was  drawn  to  Uie  bush  He  doubted 
that  It  wa.s  a Sapa.  and  after  mve.stlgation 
pronounced  that  it  wa.s  not  a true  Sapa. 
Thereupon  it  wax  doflnllely  determined 
that  It  was  diff'-rent  from  the  Sapa  in 
foliage,  seed  and  flavor  The  plant  was 
then  placed  under  db.scrvaUon,  It  was 
propagated  by  budding  and  layering  and 
widely  di.stributed  for  observation  and 
appraisal  to  Dominion  ext>erimental  sta- 
lion«  and  observers  in  Canada,  and  to  the 
Northwest  Nursery  Station.  Valley  CUy. 
North  Dakota,  from  whence  the  original 
.seedling  came 

Later  thi.s  plum  was  dusinbuted  com- 
mercially and  the  need  for  a distinctive 
name  ar<ise  It  had  been  known  loosely 
and  varlou.sly  a.s  Brooks  Saj>a.  Sandhill 
Bapa.  Sapa  Seedling.  Plum  A-D-7I.  and 
latteily  a.v  Plum  B-3  At  a meeting  at 
Bruok.<,  Alberta,  on  Augu.sl  27,  1941,  be- 
tween M B Davis.  Dominion  Horlleullur- 
ist.  W R.  Leslie,  Sujieriiitendent,  D^smin- 
lon  Experimental  Station.  Morrten.  Man. 
and  P D Hargrave.  Horliculturi.st.  Alberta 
Provincial  Hurliculiural  Station,  the  plum 
was  named  Sapalta  'Alberta  Sap.ai.  a.s  It 
iVfms  probable  that  tl  is  a .seedling  or 
budsport  of  Sapa  Appllcalinn  ha.-<  been 
made  to  the  Canadian  Horticultural 
C'iuncil  for  recording  the  name  and

How  horrible,  you  will  say.  Yet.  K la 
not  m>  horrid  when  you  thlhk  that 
ail  animalx,  and  humans,  too,  live  en> 
tirely  on  the  food  that  they  can  "steal" 
from  the  Rreen  plants.  So  it  seems  only 
fair  that  some  ol  the  planu  should  try 
to  get  bark  a little  food  from  the  animals 
which  have  stolen  it  In  the  Arst  place 
Of  the  Ave  hundred  species  of  meal- 
loving  plants  in  the  plant  kingdom,  nearly 
•very  one  lives  by  trapping  Insects  m 
s*jme  sort  of  Ia.shlon  whether  by  cup  'T 
sklllfully-deslgned  leaf.  Many  of  the  can- 
nibalistic plants  are  entirely  overlooked 
because  they  are  so  Uny  or  because  they 
are  hidden  away  tn  the  tropical  jungle  or 
in  some  remote  swampland.  Vet.  the&e 
Insect-loving  plants  have  a wide  distribu- 
tion over  the  entire  world  and  many  tan 
be  found  In  the  swampy  lectKms  of  North 
America  as  far  north  as  Labrador. 

Need  Nitrogen 

WMT  do  blieAt  plants  go  to  su<h 
trouble  to  rupture  maecls?  It  would 
se^ns  much  simpler  just  to  make  food  In 
Uie  ordinary  way  by  taking  in  carbon 
dioxide  gas  from  the  air  and  drawing 
water  from  the  swampy  land  Mi  which 
they  Uve  Indeed,  these  plants  do  mske 
the  majority  of  their  food  m Just  this 
way  but  they  have  found  that  m order 
to  grow  better  and  stronger  plant  bodies 
they  need  a certain  amount  of  nitrogen— 
and  this  nitrogen  Is  captured  In  their  In- 
aect  traps. 

One  of  the  strangest  of  these  plants  u 
tlie  Venus  Fly-Trap,  a lazy  plant  which 
oRers  insects  what  looks  like  a raw  beef 
sandwich.  Bui.  In.sects  beware'^  The  raw 
meat  is  only  the  coloring  of  the  leaf  and 
the  plant  has  a wicked  snare  ready -for 
yiiu-  one  that  look.s  very  much  like  an 
old-fa.^hloned  rat  trap  with  nuigh  Jagged 
Jaws.  The  U‘aves  of  this  plant  are  from 
four  to  Ave  inches  long  and  spread  Aat 
on  the  ground  like  thu.se  oPIhe  dandelion 
At  the  end  of  each  leaf  is  a Aattened  plrre 
divided  into  two  parts,  which  can  close  on 
eai'h  other  like  the  hinge  of  a door  Along 
the  edges  are  long  spines  which  lock  into 
each  other  like  the  leeth  of  s steel  trap. 

The  surface  of  the  trap,  instead  of 
being  a dull  green  like  ihe  rest  of  the 
leaf,  has  Uie  reddish  color  ol  raw  meat 
On  each  half  uf  the  leaf  are  Uirer  bristles 
which,  when  touched,  cause  tJie  trap  k> 
spring  shut  wiih  a snap. 

In5>ert»  attracted  by  the  color  will 
alight  to  Investigate  the  p4'S.slblllCles  of 
food  but  on  touching  the  bristles  And 
them.selvf.s  hopelewly  cauglit  in  the 
cleverly-arranged  plant  trap

Ay/ITHIN  a very  few  mlnult--  a liquid 
vV  la  poured  over  the  victim  and  the 
plant  begins  to  dlge.'ct  the  Bofter  partA  of 
the  insert  body  When  nothing  remains 
that  U At  for  the  plant  food.  Uie  leaf 
slowly  opens  and  the  trap  Is  reset  for  the 
next  unwary  Insect.  Tlie  wind  blows  the 
harder  parts  of  the  Insect  body  away  and 
aothing  remains  lo  warn  the  next  casual 
Insect  explorer  that  the  Venus  Ply-Trap 
Is  deadly  and  ready. 

Another  meat-eater  among  plants  i.s 
the  Bladdrrwort.  a planl  which  can  be 
fiiund  In  many  of  our  lakes  and  ponds  It 
}a  another  Inxy  plant  which  Is  ready  to 
sieaJ  nitrogen- -this  time  from  unwary 
animals  who  swim  in  the  waters  of  our 
ponds. 

Having  no  nsits.  the  Buidderwort  floats 
freely  upon  the  surface  of  the  water.  Its 
weight  being  .supported  by  many  tmy  sa<  s 
which  can  be  seen  among  the  tread-like 
leaves  which  cluster  each  stem. 

In  addition  to  supporting  Uie  plant,  the 
sausage-shaped  sacs  have  anoUier  pur- 
pose--to  keep  the  plant  .supplied  with 
small  pond  creatures  ThI.s  tiny  ^ac  has 
but  one  door-  a door  that  will  only  open 
In  one  direction,  Inwards  Around  the  en- 
trance are  a number  of  small  brl.<<tICA  and 
any  small  swimming  animal  which 
brushes  against  one  of  the.«e  tiny  hairs 
l.s  doomed,  for  the  .slightest  touch  makes 
the  Uny  opening  a death  trap  A touch— 
the  dttur  ojicns  wiUi  a .snap-  water  ru.shes 
in.  carrying  the  struggling  creature  with 
U Once  inside  the  living  prison,  the  tiny 
water-flea  or  other  i»ond  swimmer  has  but 
little  hope  of  escape  Many  of  the  trapped 
animals  die  at  once;  yet  some  have  been 
knuwn  to  live  as  long  a.^t  six  or  eight  days 
wllhin  th«ur  dreadful  trap  But  the  final 
le.sult  IS  the  same- they  die  and  their 
decaying  b**dy  supplies  the  Bladderwort 
with  the  nitrogen  that  It  desires 

The  Lazy  Plant 

There  traps  are  so  effective  that  they 
are  always  found  to  have  a few  pond 
animals  within  them  and  the  Bladder- 
wort,  too  laxy  to  make  much  food  of  Its 
own.  lives  well  on  the  larvae  of  gnats  and 
moaquitoes,  small  swimming  worms.  Uny 
freah  water  fleas  and  hundreds  of  smaller 
•features  that  cannot  be  seen  without  the 
aid  of  a mlcroacope 

The  Pitcher  Plant  Is  another  of  these 
odd  meat-loving  plants.  Among  others. 
Ihts  plant  was  shifted  southward  to  Flor- 
ida during  the  Great  Glacial  peru>d  but

The  leaf  of  Uiis  carnivorous  plant  has 
an  open  flare,  tempting  to  an  adventurous 
ki.sect  which  will  enter  unaware  that  cer- 
tain slow  di-Hth  awatU  in  the  shadowy 
darkne.ss  below.  The  upper  part  of  Uie 
leaf  IS  lined  wiUi  stiff,  sharp  hairs  which 
point  downwards  over  which  an  Insect 
can  pass  easily  on  the  downward  route 
but  which  prevent  its  upward  return.  The 
pitchers  are  partly  filled  with  liquid  Into 
which  the  in.sect  will  eventually  fall  and 
where  their  bodies  are  gradually  con- 
sumed by  the  devouring  plant. 

These  are  the  more  familiar  of  the 
meat-loving  planU  There  are  others  like 
Uie  sundew  which  trap  Insects  with  sticky 
substances  on  the  leaf  surface  and  there 
have  been  tales  of  plants  which  will  catch 
and  slowly  digest  larger  animals  by  means 
of  .ilmilar  traps  which  have  been  dr.^ertbed 
earlier  Science  Is  slnwly  investigating  all 
such  stories  and  few  of  them  have  proven 
more  than  just  Insect -gathering  and 
meat -loving  plants,  lazy  ones  who  can- 
not make  tluur  own  mtrtfgen  and  mu.nt 
capture  it  by  stealing  It  from  Insects.
